British Bombing Fleet 


Of Fifty Planes Raids 
German Naval Base

| Great Britain sought to wrest the 
diplomatic and military offensive 
,from Germany today by the most 
| severe aerial bombardment of the 
war and by sharp warnings to neu- 
trals—including the United States— 
that the Allies are in a life-and- 
death struggle. 
Along with a political crisis in 


France due to resignation of the 
Daladier government, developments 
included: 


1. Announcement in the House of 
Commons by First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty Winston Churchill that the 
raid by perhaps 50 British bombers 
on the German air base at Sylt dur- 
ing the night was merely the be- 
ginning of raids and counter-raids. 

2. A statement by British War 
Secretary Oliver Staney that fore- 
shadowed a sterner British attitude 
toward neutrals and by inference 
reproached the United States, by 
declaring that no nation can “by 
timidity or selfishness” remain in- 
different to the war in Europe. 

Britain can learn a “very danger- 
ous lesson” from neutral criticism 
of the Allied failure to override all 
objections and intervene in the war 
in Finland, Stanley said. Yesterday, 
Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain 
had warned that British warships 
and planes would enter Scandina- 
vian waters to attack any German 
warships there. 

3. The resignation of the cabi- 
net of Premier Edouard Daladier in 
Paris, in an effort to form a new 
ministry that would meet public and 
parliamentary demands for more 
vigorous prosecution of the war. Da- 
ladier was asked to head the new

BAKED Stuffed Bluefish — 
fish with salt inside and out. Make 
stuffing with three cups of soft 
bread crumbs, one small onion, 
minced, cooked in three tablespoons 
butter until soft.

Sew up fish. Bake in hot oven 20 
minutes per pound. 


Peach Meringue—Cut two pieces 
of sponge cake, about two and one- 
half inches square and one-half 
inch thick, and place on dessert 
plates that will stand heat. Put 
one-half stewed peach or pear on 
top of each piece of cake, then cover 
peach with meringue made of one 
egg white, beaten stiff with one 
tablespoon sugar. Put in slow oven 
long enough to brown the meringue 
and serve hot.
